Hilo, Hawaii, Nov. 33—Manna Loa Volcano sent a 
vast flow of lava thirteen miles long- down ite slope* to¬ 
day, with possibility it might be diverted toward thie 
city of 30,000, forty miles distant. 

For the first time in history, the eruption of Mauna Loa 
was visible last night in Honolulu, more than 300 miles 
in an airline from the 13,#7f foot peak.

MS. J. 2. MILLER 

M r. j. e. miller, who passed away 

Wednesday, was favorably known throughout 
Canada and hi* loss will be keenly regretted in many 
quarters. For the greater part of his life he was iden¬ 
tified with the Dominion civil service, which he 
altered in Kingston, Ontario, in 1883. and at the 
time of h’is retirement was the oldest 


person, m point 
of service, on the country's employment list After 
spending some years as Collector of Inland Revenue 
in Vancouver, he came to Victoria in 1907 to succeed 
William Gill as inspector of that service for British 
Columbia and the Yukon. In 1921. following the 
merger of the customs and excise branches, he be¬ 
came inspector of both services. He was highly 
regarded by Ottawa for his ability. 

Mr. Miller found time to interest himself in 
many activities epart from hi* official duties. He was 
interested in every form of sport. In his youth he 
was a fine rugby player—and when, in later days, 
he was not able to take a tackle* or register a touch¬ 
down. he stood on the sidelines and lived his active 
rugby days all over again. He donated the Miller 
Cup which is emblematic of the championship of 
the British Columbia Rugby Union. Until illness 
cast its sinister spell upon him he remained a champion 
of the great game of rugby. 

For several years he had been an ardent golfer 
—a member of the Victoria Golf Club—and he and 
many others oThis age enjoyed a round on the sea¬ 
girt links at Oak Bay. He was always in the list 
of entrants for the competitions of the Seniors' North¬ 
west Golf Association, matching shots with such other 
stalwarts as Sir Frank Bernard. Dr. J. S. Plaskett. 
Senator Barnard, J. EL Wilson, and a host of other 
devotees of the loyal and ancient pastime too numerous 
to mention.

CRISIS IN JAPAN 

N O CRYSTAL GAZING OR OTHER Ex¬ 
pedient of clairvoyance was needed on which to 
forecast the political crisis which it is reported has de¬ 
veloped in Japan over Japanese policy in regard 
to northern China. It was inevitable that sooner 
or later there would be a sharp cleavage between the 
military and civilian elemenls within the cabinet over 
a programme which, no matter how immediately 
practicable it would be,' m the end might plunge 
Japan into chaos. t f 

There are much wider implications than those of 
mere conquest in the systematic territorial looting of 
China. There is, in the first place, the cost of military 
adventures to the aggressor country which, in this 
case, is much beyond the capacity of the Japanese 
people to bear. There it the effect upon the outside 
world, which is closely watching Japan's activities 
in northern China and which eventually would have 
to isolate her in the same way in which it has isolated 
Italy, if they were continued. Hence, both at home 
and abroad the policy promoted by the military im¬ 
perialists of Japan must have reactions of a nature 
which even nations of greater wealth, resources and 
power could not endure. 

These wider implications are realized by the 
statesmen and sagacious commercial Waders of Japan. 
They are not realized by the war leaden whose minds 
operate on a single track and. who, like the Bourbons 
of old, learn nothing from Jristory, and do not want 
to learn. To them nothing counts but immediate 
conquest to-day, regardless of cost or consequences. 

During the last few weeks it has been significant 
that announcements of Japan’s intentions in northern 
China have emanated from army leaders instead of 
the government at Tokio. It is unusual for a nation 
to declare through its military leaders its policy in 
respect of any other country, and the inference u 
that up to this time the war department, which is 
responsible only to the Emperor, has elbowed the ; 
other services aside as far a, Japanese policy in China > 
is concerned. Now. we are informed, a halt has 1 
been called to the march into China, that the pro- I 
gramme by which from three to five Chinese prov¬ 
inces were to bo cut away and placed under puppet 
rule dominated frbin Tokio has been abandoned, for 
the time being at any rate, and that whatever con¬ 
stitutional readjustment may be made in those locali¬ 
ties, Chinese sovereignty is not to be disturbed. 

Beyond doubt-heavy outside pressure has been 
exercised upon ToUo by representatives of foreign 
governments to check the designs of the army leaders, 
and it is just as certain that the financial interests of | 
Japan have been able to paint a convincing picture I 
•f the ruinous consequences of further military opera¬ 
tions against China. A Tew months ago the Minister 
of Finance told the ministry that Japan could not 
possibly provide funds demanded for the war services, 
that further expenditure for these services would 
exhaust the national income, and that it would be 
impossible to extract additional reverses from the tax¬ 
payers without creating a critical domestic situation.

A short time ago Dr. Edison Souza Dantas, 
bacteriologist at the Butantan Institute in Sao Paulo. 
Brazil, died of typhus fever. A week later the same 
disease killed Dr. Jose L.emoa Monteiro, who had- 
been Dr. Dantas's superior. 

The two scientists had been trying to find new 
methods of combating typhus, had been working with 
active typhus virus, and had finally become infected 
with the disease themselves.

Results of Bureau’s Work 
Told to Rotarians By 
George I. Warren

Th* extent of the work of the 
Victor!* and Inland Publicity 
Bureau and of the mulU ob¬ 
tained from that work was 
brought home to member* of the 
Rotary Club at their liutrheon 
yesterday by Rotartan George I. 
Warren, rofuml*»louer of the 
bureau. 

Mr. Warren quoted figures indicat¬ 
ing the extant of the increase In the 
island's tourist business, of the ex¬ 
pend] t urea of tourists on the Island, 
and of the work of the bureau. 

In 1933, he said, the number of 
tourists entering British Columbia as 
s whole had dropped 28 V* per cant 
from the year before, while the de¬ 
crease in those coming to Victoria 
was only pno-half of one per cent. 

In 1934 British Columbia had an 
increase of one-half of one per cant, 
against s rise of 48*4 par cent for 
Victoria. Up to November I of this 
year, the provlnoe’1 increase was 3 per 
cent end the island’s 38 per cent. 

Figures compiled from the enswsrs 
sent to the questionnaire which ware 
mailed by the bureau to visitors In¬ 
dies ted s total expenditure on Van¬ 
couver Island by tourist* of 81,327.- 
000 last year, and of 92.200.000 this 
year 

This year each tourist car brought 
an average of throw people for an 
average stay of five and a half days, 
and the average expenditure per car 
was 990 28 of which 942.61 Vent Into 
the retail stores of Victoria. 

These figures, said Mr. Warren, 
•bowed conclusively that the work of 
the bureau was bearing fruit.

It waa the second year the fur ship, 
abandoned in the Ice off Seahorse 
Islands In 1031. failed to reappear. 
But officers and men sold the Arctic 
residents refused to My "she's gone.” 

The Baychimo, a Hudson's Bsy 
Company trader, part of her 9600.000 
fur cargo salvaged and the root rifled 
from her holds, has reappeared sev¬ 
eral times between Wainwrlght and 
Point Barrow just when given up for 
lost. 

She wm Imprisoned in September, 
1931. Her officers and crew were roe- 
cued after months of hardships 
aboard the ship, on the ice and en-

Tilsington and Quarrington 
Due in Morning; McKinley 
Sails To-morrow 

Two freighters of the “Court'* 
Line—the Tllalngton Court and 
the Quarrington Court—will start 
loading parrels of Vancouver 
Island lumber at thf Ogden Point 
piers to-morrow morning at 8 
o'clock, King Brothers, local ship¬ 
ping agents.

NO SIGN OF 
STRIKE END 


Spoken By Wireless 


Beattie. Nov. 99 .—Prospects for an 
early settlement of the Puget Sound 
ferryboat strike faded to-day with 
operators and their striking em¬ 
ployees blaming one another for the 
breakdown In negotiations. 

A threat by Capt. F E Lovcjoy. 
president of the Washington Ship 
Owners' Association, to operate the 
boats despite the strike followed the 
strikers' rejection of a proposal to 
release the ferryboats pending a set¬ 
tlement. 

Capt. J. Howard Payne of the Bal- 
lard-Ludlow 


In February, 1939. the late Frank 
Dorbandt. widely known aviator, and 
two companions Dew' over 6.000 
square miles of the Arctic, with fifty 
miles visibility, and found no trace 
of the Baychimo. Dorbandt sold ha 
believed her crashed and sunk. Six 
months later, the ghostly spectre, 
once more imprisoned on top of an 
Ice pan, showed up off Point Barrow. 

Two sons of Charles D. Brower, "the 
white king of Barrow.' vlflted her. 
They Mid she leas squeezed up on top 
of the huge Dow and seemed in per¬ 
fect condition, but that little of value 
remained In per hold. 

The next day she disappeared. Bad 
weather came. Again the waa da¬ 
lle ved wrecked. But Capt. John Back- 
land. master of the Seattle schooner 
C. 8. Holmes sighted her off Point 
Barrow. Thirty-five natives boarded 
her. w 

"But they were glad to get off. as 
she woe being carried to her doom." 
Backland Mid. She probably has 
been finished by now." 

But ghostly hands continued to 
steer her. and almost a year later. In 
August. 1933. she turned up, riding 
high on the Icepack, off Wainwrlght, 
far to the south. She wm sighted from 
the coast guard cutter Northland and 
by Captain Petersen of the trading 
ship Patterson. Jim Allen, "the white 
king of Wainwrlght.' boarded her with 
natives and reported her apparently 
in good condition, but looted. 

Again the Baychimo wandered off 
on the currents of the Arctic Ocean. 
And the next month. Capt. Peter 
Poisson of the little ship, the Trader, 
sighted her seven miles o ft Wain- 
wrigbt. He tried to approach her 
with the Trader, but the ice was too 
thiejt and he put about after board¬ 
ing her with his Icelandic crew and a 
passenger. loobel Wylie Hutchinson, 
who wm collecting specimens for Bri¬ 
tish institutions and who hu since 
written eeveral books on her experi¬ 
ences In the Arctic. 

Again the ghost ship disappeared, 
her rifled holds open to the winds, 
rstn and snows, a few caribou skins, 
typewriters, stationery, fur company 
ledgers in her hold—a pair of rusted 
handcuffs lying on a hatch cover. 

Erased from the register and her 
Insurance paid long before her first 
reappearance, the Baychimo la offici¬ 
ally "dead.” But she hu a habit of 1 
resurrection, .this derelict of. the 1 
north.
